Judge Sparks Overrules Demurrer o 


City to Partial Answer of 


Service Commission. 


OUTGROWTH 
OF GAS CASES 


Court Declares Power to Fix Rates 


is Vested in State by Legis­ 


lative Authority. 


Judge Sp arks this morning over­ 
ruled the 
demurrer of the City of 
Rushville to a p artial answer of the 
Public Service 
Commission 
in the 
suit brought by the city against the 
commission asking for an injunction, 
thus virtually declaring the law con­ 
stitutional. 
The demurrer raised the q uestion 
of the validity of the law and the ar­ 
gument at the time 
attracted wide 
attention, as by sustaining the de­ 
murrer the court would have declar­ 
ed the law unconstitutional. In giv­ 
ing his decision. Judge Sp arks stat­ 
ed that the q uestion of rates did not 
enter into the q uestion, as no men­ 
tion was made as to whether the rate 
here was excessive. 
By overruling the demurrer Judge 
Sp arks held that the p ower to fix 
rates was invested in the state by 
legislative authority and that cities 
never did have the p ower under the 
legislature to regulate 
rates. 
The 
state’s p ower to regulate rates, ae* 
cording to the ruhngo f the court, is 
vested in the Public Service Com­ 
mission by the legislature and by 
virtue of this the law is held to be 
constitutional. The city argued that 
the state had no p ower over the city 
in fixing rates, but 
Judge Sp arks 
ruled that the city was a p art of the 
state and that the state did 
have 
p ower over the city. 
In the argument before the court 
on the demurrer 
Attorney General 
Stotsenburg and Bert Xew legal ad­ 
visor to the governor, ap p eared for 
the commission 
and the fijns com­ 
p anies were rep resented by Thomas 
M. Green. John II. Kip linger rep re­ 
sented the city. 
A large number of 
citations were given the court. With 
the overruling of the demurrer the 
case will now be tried on the original 
q uestion regarding the injunction to 
p revent the commission from p lacing 
in effect the rate to be charged for 
gas in the city of Rushville.

"written o u t” scenario . He gets a genera] 
jdea. then slo wdy patches it to gether after 
getting the acto rs in fro nt o f the camera. 
Mo st o f the scenario s are his o wn stu ff. 
He say s he thinks o f them as he walks 
alo ng the street, o r in cafes, o r any o ld 
where. Mo st o f the time, Chaplin seems 
abstracted and as far away as in a dream. 
This is becau se he ia u su ally manu factu r­ 
ing so me mo v ing-pictu re ato ry .

Bu t to sho w y o u the instinctiv e kind­ 
ness o f the msn,’ the o ther day two little 
street bo y s were fo u nd peeking in u nder 
the fence’ One o f the su pers was go ing to 
driv e them away , bu t Charlie called them 
in. 
There happened to be a lu ll in the 
pro ceedings, so he pretended to direct 
them in a co medy . 
To their delight, he 
pu t them thro u gh a little impro mptu scen­ 
ario . And it was no ted that he was ju st 
as carefu l in directing their stu ff as his 
o wn. The general pu blic he refu sed to 
admit to the stu dio , thereby differing fro m 
so me directo rs, who seem happiest when a 
cro wd is lo o king o n. 
A v ery impo rtant and rather ardu o u s 
part o f pictu re wo rk is selecting the "lo ca­ 
tio ns" In mo st co mpanies this is the jo b

While he was still with Key ­ 
sto ne, they went do wn to the Ince ranch 
to pro du ce that prehisto ric film in w*hich 
a great snake pu lled "Ambro se” u p a cliff.

While they were 
waiting to begin, Chaplin started to ju g­ 
gling with the snakes in imitatio n o f a 
circu s snake charmer. 
It was so fu nny 
that it nearly bro ke u p the bu siness o ! 
the nu mero u s* Ince co mpanies fo r the day . 
Grea t Film Wa ster. 
Chaplin, like many o f the big directo rs, 
is a great waster o f film. He nev er leav es 
a situ atio n u ntil he is tho ro u ghly satisfied 
with it and he is hard to satisfy . He is 
v ery mu ch giv en to re-takes, -which is the 
mo st ex pensiv e habit in the mo v ies. 
It is plain to the carefu l o bserv er that 
Chaplin is wo rking to ward so mething en­ 
tirety new in pictu res. In a general way , 
his idea is that co medy sho u ld be mo re 


antics he indu lges in maf,ke 
su btle and hav e mo re real sto ry , altho u gh 
the ho rse-play 
that idea hardly credible. 
He made the greatest admnee in this 
directio n in "The Tramp." In this, there 
-wa s no t o nly a real sto ry , bu t a to u ch o f 
real patho s which gav e Chaplin a chance 
fo r the greatest "finish” tnat has ev er 
been sho wn in any mo v ie co medy . I think 
ev ery o ne who saw it will agree w*ith me 
o n that o o int.

The p rotection of birds has been p ut 
on a p ractical basis. The doll&r-and- 
cents value of the feathered creatures 
to the American farmer and the coun­ 
try generally is now the basis of the 
bird p rotection movement In America. 
The man who has made it so is T. 
Gilbert Pearson, secretary of the Na­ 
tional Association of Audubon So­ 
cieties, New York City. 
For years bird p rotection was based 
on sentiment and symp athy. Now the 
bird p rotection movement is on a busi­ 
ness basis. 
For instance, the wires 
recently brought the news that the 
quail of Minnesota and Kansas were 
starving by thousands on account of 
deep snows. Pearson immediately tele­ 
grap hed $200 to each state to buy grain 
to feed the quail and he secured p er­ 
mission from the Postmaster General 
for the rural free delivery carriers to 
distribute it. 
On discovering that 
egret p lumes were being smuggled in 
great number from Florida to New 
York City, he made a sp ecial trip to 
Washington and got the attorney gen­ 
eral of the United States after the 
p lume p irates. 
Pearson is telling school children 
bow to build bird houses and bring 
song birds back to the home. 
He 
is 
going after the negro In the South 
and foreigners in the North whose 
shotguns, he says, have decimated the 
former number of songsters. 
He is 
raising money to p ay wardens to p ro- 
teot the birds whe**e they breed and 
now is starting a movement to make 
the cemeteries of the country sanctu­ 
aries where birds may feel safe from 
hunters and p rowling cats. He 
is also 
giving a little attention on the side 
to Tabby, as a bird destroy er 
Pearson, from 
his office at 107 4 
Broadway, New York City, is directing 
the 
bird 
p rotection 
movement 
in 
America. 
It is estimated he is sav ­ 
ing the country many 
tho usands o f

The boa t wa s built In Mobile In 1SG4 
by two men na med Hundley a nd Me 
Clintpck. It wa s of boiler iron, sha rp 
a t both ends a nd wa s a bout thirty feet 
long, five or six feet in bea m a nd five 
or six feet deep. It wa s propelled Ly a 
screw, the sha ft of which ra n hori 
fcouta lly a long the hold, a lmost from 
stem to sfehi a nd wa s turned by eight 
men, who sa t four on ea ch side of the 
sha ft. 
The only ha tchwa y, pla ced well for­ 
wa rd, w a s two feet In dia meter, a nd It 
wa s closed by a n iron ca p tha t worked 
on a hinge a nd wa s a irtight 
In the 
forwa rd pa rt of the ca p there wa s a 
clea r gla ss bullseye, through which the 
pilot could see. 
The boa t ha d wa ter 
tight compa rtments, by filling or empty 
ing which it could sink or rise. A ba l 
la st of iron ra ils wa s pla ced outside the 
ha ll, a nd by mea ns of keys they could 
be deta ched so tha t the boa t could rise 
Insta ntly if necessa ry. 
Besides a rudder, the boa t ha d side 
pa ddles, or fins, which could be used 
to guide It up or down through the wa 
ter. 
The boa t could go perha ps four knots 
a n hour. 
It could rema in submerged 
for ha lf a n hour or a n hour without 
serious Inconvenience to its crew, a nd 
once it rema ined a s long a s two hours 
under wa ter without a ctua l injury to 
them. 
A floa ting torpedo wa s fa stened to 
the boa t by a line 100 feet long, a nd 
the inventor proposed tha t the boa t 
should dive benea th the keel of the 
enemy’s vessel a nd ha ul the torpedo 
a fter her. 
The triggers or sensitive 
primers of the torpedo wo’dd pres* 
a ga inst the ship's bottom, ex plode the 
torpedo a nd sink the vessel. 
The boa t wa s sent to Cha rleston to 
opera te a ga inst the blocka ding fleet 
Genera l Bea urega rd ha d the torpedo 
fa stened to the bow. It termina ted in 
front with a sha rp la nce bea d, so tha t 
when the boa t wa s driven a ga inst a 
ship the la nce .bea d would be forced 
into the ship below the wa ter line a nd 
the torpedo fa stened a ga inst the side 
The boa t wa s then to ba ck off a nd ex 
plode the torpedo by a la nya rd. 
Genera l Bea urega rd ca lled on the 
Confedera te fleet for volunteers, a nd 
Lieutena nt Pa yne, a Virginia n, a nd 
eight sa ilors volunteered. On the even 
ing fix ed for the ex pedition the crew 
ha d emba rked, a nd the boa t wa s sub 
merged until only the combings of hei 
ha tch were a bove wa ter. 
Lieutena nt 
Pa yne wa s sta nding in the ha tchwa y 
when the swell of a pa ssing stea mer 
rolled over the boa t, a nd it sa nk in­ 
sta ntly with her eight men. Lieutena nt 
Pa yne spra ng out of the ha tchwa y a * 
the boa t sa nk, a nd he a lone wa s sa ved 
In a few da ys she wa s ra ised, a nd 
a ga in Pa yne volunteered a nd with him 
eight more men. The emba rka tion foi 
the second a ttempt wa s ma de a t Fort 
Sumter, a nd. a s before, a ll being ma de 
rea dy, Pa yne, sta nding a t his post in 
the ha tchwa y, ga ve orders to ca st off. 
when the boa t ca reened a nd sa nk in 
sta ntly. Pa yne spra ng out, two of the 
men followed him, a nd the other six 
went down with the boa t !nd per­ 
ished. 
Aga in the boa t wa s ra ised, a nd bei 
owner, Ca pta in Hundley, took her for 
a n ex perimenta l trip to Stone river, 
where, a fter going through her usua l 
evolutions, she dived into deep wa ter 
a nd disa ppea red. After a week's sea rch 
she wa s found a t a n a ngle of forty 
degrees, her nose driven into the deep, 
soft mud of the bottom. 
Her crew of nine men were sta nd 
ing, sitting or lying a bout in ber hold, 
a sphyx ia ted, itundley ha d died a t hi* 
post with a ca ndle in one ha nd, while 
with the other he ha d been va inly try­ 
ing to uncla mp the ha tch. The a ngle a t 
which the boa t ha d gone down ha d 
J a mmed the keys so tha t the men could 
not ca st off the iron ba lla st tha t held 
them down. 
Aga in the ill fa ted vessel wa s prepa r 
ed for a ction, a nd volunteers were 
ca lled for. 
Lieutena nt Dix on of the 
Twenty-first Ala ba ma volunteered a nd 
eight men with him. 
The ship Housa tonic wa s selected 
for a tta ck a nd on a quiet night the 
bra ve crew set out from Cha rleston. 
Lieutena nt Dix on guided the boa t 
stra ight to the Housa tonic, a nd the ex ­ 
plosion tore open the ship’s side, so 
tha t she went down with a ll her crew 
in two minutes. 
The torpedo vessel never returned, 
a nd whether she went down with her 
enemy or drifted out to sea wa s long 
unknown. 
Ma ny yea rs a fter, in the 
work of deepening the ba r off Cha rles­ 
ton ha rbor, divere in subma rine a rmor 
visited the wreck of the Housa tonic 
a nd found the little torpedo vessel ly­ 
ing by ber huge victim, a nd within her 
the bones of a s devoted a nd da ring men 
a s ever weut to sea . 
In the histcry of the subma rine cer­ 
ta inly the Hundley is entitled to hon­ 
ora ble mention.—Youth's Compa nion.

Writing of his adventures in the Chi­ 
nese cfty of Shanghai, Homer Croy, in 
Leslie’s Weekly, teils of the experi­ 
ence be had there in taking a ride on 
a street car: 
The car was full of Chinamen, with 
not another white soul aboard, all sit* 
ting there in the hr skirts, their faces 
as expressionless as the • beads of 
drums, but as soon as I came in their 
faces began to fill with interest, one 
nudging another until the whole car 
was looking at me. 
I felt that something was wrong, but 
I could not figure out just what 
1 
knew that ft shouldn't create that 
much of a sensation for a white per­ 
son to get on a car to Shanghai, but 
still they were looking at me as if I 
could be signed by a circus. 
I strug 
glad to look unconcerned, but I knew 
that my cheeks were backfiring. 
The conductor, to his suit of blue 
jeans, wiffi a satchel over his shot! 
der, come up and said something to 
me. while 1 nodded with earnest care­ 
lessness and banded him a twenty cent 
piece, 
knowing that 
be con Id get 
enough out of it to satisfy his wants. 
“Mon staii chong du?’ he asked. 
I nodded again and held out my band 
for the change, plainly showing that f 
made the trip on the line twice a day. 
“Mun stau chong du t’aing kiting 
sbon da V he asked With more feeling, 
I Kiinting down the street with one 
hand. 
*T didn't catch the drift of his re­ 
marks, but I wasn't going to show him 
that I wasn't an old citizen and tax­ 
payer, so I shook my head this Mode 
and nestled back in the seat as if it 
were all settled. 
But tiie conductor 
became more excited than ever, draft 
ed the other hand and gurgled: 
“Mun stau chong do t’alng kalfig 
shou da feali da m sz whoo peli 
qtfong?” 
So I wayed in the other direction 
and tried to nestle again, but the con­ 
ductor came back with another round 
of monosyllabic re-eitfor^ements. With 
that his feflow men In the car came to 
his help with an artesian of words, 
each one thinking that he could make 
it plain by raising his voice lust a bit 
higher than any one else. 
Reaching in his satchel, the conductor 
offered me a slip of peper spoiled With 
Chinese writing. I took it and started 
to stuff It nonchalantly into my pocket, 
but he became more excited than ever 
and came back with another string of 
empties, while I put the slip back tnto 
his hand as if It made not the slightest 
bit Of difference in the world to me 
whether I kept It or whether he had 
it—I would leave the details of the trip 
to him. 
The conductor used his hands some 
more and then turned and signaled for 
somebody from the car ahead. Axfoth 
er man in blue jeans with a satchel 
over his shoulder came and listened for 
a few blocks while my conductor ex 
plained. 
A Chinaman can never ex­ 
plain anything to a sentence or two; 
he has to go into details and go 
through his whole wiling talk before 
he feels that the other has grasped the 
general drift of thought 
The other man bent over. 
He was 
evidently a master of English. “How 
muchee far you goee, mister? 
You 
payee how far you lidee.” 
Then I understood. 
When you get 
on you have to tell the conductor how 
far yon are going, and he charges you 
for just that distance. But even after 
my fare warn settled the natives on the 
car kept looking at me and pointing 
with their chins, as is their custom. 
When I went to get off I saw several 
other white people piling off, but they 
were all from the front end of the first 
car. 
Then I tooked at the markings 
on the car and saw what was the mat­ 
ter—I had been riding in the third 
class section with the coolies! 
All the Shanghai street cflto a re di­ 
vided up into ciaases—first second and 
third. 
The white people all ride first 
class, the better to do Chinese second, 
while no one ever ventures third ex­ 
cept the coolies.

The Pathetic Unpopularity of Our 


Second President. 


HE WAS VAIN AND GLAD OF IT 


hav e 


Then, Too, He Had an Obatinate Per- 
tonality That Endowed Him With a 
Positiv e Geniu s For Pu tting Himself 
In the Worst Possible Light. 


The choleric John Adams had been 
president for more than two y ears, bu t 
as long as Washington liv ed the cou n­ 
try refu sed to look u pon any one else 
as Its real head. 
The way of the transgressor may be 
hard indeed, bu t It i9 a path of roses 
compared with the thorny road the su c­ 
cessor to a popu lar idol mu st tread, and 
when one reads the frankly ex pressed 
opinion of Adams' party friends and 
party enemies one’s sy mpathies go ou t 
to the man u pon whom Washington’s 
presidential mantle fell. 
'TIis su perflu ou s highness” was the 
title the opposition had su ggested for 
him in the day s when discu ssion raged 
as to what the high officials of the gov ­ 
ernment were to be called. 
He bad 
great learning, great patriotism and an 
u nqu enchable spirit, bu t ov erly ing and 
env eloping them all was a positiv e 
geniu s for doing and say ing u ntactfu l 
things, for appearing at the worst pos­ 
sible adv antage. 
A member of his cabinet once said 
of him that whether he was “sportfu l, 
play fu l, witty , kind, cold, dru nk, sober, 
angry , easy , stiff, Jealou s, careless, cau ­ 
tiou s, confident, close or open” he was 
“almost alway s so In the wrong place 
and with the wrong person.” 
The kindly Franklin characterised 
him as “alway s honest, sometimes 
great, bu t often mad.” One less genial 
remarked that ev en in his soberest 
moments Adams was “the greatest 
marplot in natu re.” 
And John Ran­ 
dolph of Roanoke, whose tongu e added 
the poison of ridicu le to the bitterness 
of gall, called him “that political Mal- 
v ollo." 
Adams thou ght Washington’s talents 
ov errated and on becoming president 
In his tu rn was ambitiou s to make a 
record brilliant enou gh to ov ershadow’ 
him. 
It was certainly no easy task, 
ev en withou t the handicap of Adams' 
obstinate personality . 
He knew that he was v ain. “Thank 
God I am so.’” he ex claimed. “Vanity 
is the cordial drop which makes the 
bitter cu p of life go down.” 
Bu t it 
bad its lingering after taste, and Ju stly 
prou d of his record—hav ing, as one 
of his biographers pu ts it, “stepped 
from his little cou ntry law office and 
prov ed himself a match for the diplo­ 
mats of Eu rope”—Adams resented the 
narrow margjji by which be had been 
elected, calling himself with some bit­ 
terness “the president of three v otes 
only ." 
A v ice president can be remov ed by 
nothing short of crime or phy sical in­ 
capacity , and Jefferson remained, an 
ev er present and irritating thorn in 
Adams’ side. 
Adams had fou nd it 
hard to learn and accept the passiv e 
foie demanded by the office, and be ev i­ 
dently took some satisfaction in im­ 
pressing the same u ncongenial lessons 
u pon his su ccessor. 
f Jefferson asserted that he was nev er quests by the hostess, 
consu lted u pon any qu estion of gov ern­ 
ment after Adams had been two day s 
£ n power. 
And he did not make the 
charge in the hu morou s mood of a 
later incu mbent, wbo u sed to declare 
that his'chief had asked his adv ice 
only once and that was abou t the 
wording of a Thanksgiv ing proclama­ 
tion. 
j "I believ e be alway s liked me,” Ad- 
ax ril admitted in a retrospect of his 
long career, “bu t be detested Hamilton 
and my whole administration. 
Then,

ed States, and I stood in his way . So 
he did ev ery thing that he cou ld to pu ll 
me down.

Judge Sparks this morning over- 


ruled the 
demurrer of the City of 


Rushville to a partial answer of the 
Public Service 
Commission in the 


suit brought by the city against the 
commission asking for an injunction, 
thus virtually declaring: the law con- 
stitutional. 


The demurrer raised the question 


of the validity of the law and the ar- 
gument at the time 
attracted wide 


attention, as by sustaining the de- 
murrer the court would have declar- 
ed the law unconstitutional. 
In giv- 


ing; his decision, Judge Sparks stat- 
ed that the question of rates did not 
pnter into the question, as no men- 
tion was made as to whether the rate 
here was excessive. 


By overruling the demurrer Judge 


Sparks held that the power to fix 
rotes was invested in the state by 
legislative authority and that cities 
never did have the power under the 
legislature to regulate 
rates. The 


state's power to regulate rate*, ac- 
cording to the rulinifo f the court, i= 
vested in the Public Service Com- 
mission by the legislature and by 
virtue of this the law is hold to be 
constitutional. The city argued that 
the state had no power over the pity 
in fixing rates, but 
Judge Sparks 


ruled that the city was a part of the 
state and that the state did hare 
power over the city.

A CHANGE OF TACTICS. 


How It Worked In the Case of a Dis- 


couraged Salesman. 


The following method of gaining as-

He puff 
ed his cigar a moment, his eyes twin- 
kled and he slapped me on the shoul 
der." 'I know," he said. 'I had 'em ahead 
of me once.

During this time, the 


actors are left to their own devices. Chap- 
lin fools around during these periods and 
unconsciously pulls some of h!a funniest 
comedy. 
While he wag (till with Key- 


stone, they went down to the Ince ranch 
to produce that prehistoric film in which 
a great snake pulled "Ambrose" up a cliff. 
They had t whole basketful of makes 
down on the beach. 
While they were 


waiting to begin, Chaplin started to jug- 
gling with the snakes in imitation of a 
otrcns snake charmer. 
It was so funny 


that it nearly broke up the business of 
the numerous Ince companies for the day. 


Great Film Waater. 


Chaplin, like many of the big director!, 


is a great waster of film. He never leaves 
a situation until he is thoroughly satisfied 
with it and he is hard to satisfy. He is 
very much given to re-takes, which it the 
most expen8'Te habit in the movies. 


It is plain to the careful observer that 


Chaplin is working toward something en- 
tirely new in pictures. In a generaf way, 
his idea U that comedy should be more 
rabtle and have more real story, although 
the hone-play antics he indulge* in make 
that idea hardly credible. 


He made the greatest advance in this 


direction in "The Tramp." In this, there 
was not only a real story, but a touch of 
real pathos which gave Chaplin a chance 
for the greatest "finish" that has ever 
been shown in any movie comedy. I think 
everyone who saw it will agree with me 
on that noint.

Now Recognized. 


The protection of birds has been put 


on a practical basis. The dollar-and- 
cents value of the feathered creatures 
to the American farmer and the coun- 
try generally IB now the basis of the 
bird protection movement In America. 
The man who has made It so is T. 
Gilbert Pearson, secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Audubon So- 
cieties. New York City. 


For years bird protection was based 


on,sentiment and sympathy. Now the 
bird protection movement is on a busi- 
ness basis. For Instance, the wires 
recently brought the news that the 
quail of Minnesota and Kansas were 
starving by thousands on account'of 
deep snows. Pearson immediately tele- 
graphed $200 to each state to buy grain 
to feed the quail and he secured per- 
mission from the Postmaster General 
for the rural free delivery carriers to 
distribute it 
On discovering that 


egret plumes were being smuggled In 
great number from Florida to' New 
York City, he made a special trip to 
Washington and got the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States after the 
plume pirates. 


Pearson is telling school children 


how to build bird-bouses and bring 
song birds back to the home. He li 
going after the negro In the South 
and foreigners In the North whose 
shotguns, he says, have decimated the 
former number of songsters. He Is 
raising money to pay wardens to pro- 
teat the birds where they breed and 
now is starting a movement to make 
the cemeteries of the country sanctu- 
aries where birds may feel safe from 
hunters and prowling cats. He la also 
giving a little attention on the aide 
to Tabby, as a bird destroyer 


Pearson, from his office at 1874 


Broadway. New York City, is directing 
the bird protection movement in 
America. It la estimated he Is sav- 
ing the country many thousands of 
dollan « year by Us practical meth- 
ods.

It Is a fact that a submersible bos| 


6M actmaf Mrvtce & Uw war between 
the states and was perfeaps the first 
practical submarine used in actual 
warfare. 


The boat was built In Mobile in 1864 


by two men named Bradley and Me 
Clmtpck. R was of boiler Iron, sharp 
at both «nds twA *«« about thirty feet 
tent. fr» »r *t f*« in beam and five 
or six feet 4Mp. it w*» propelled Ly a 
screw, tae shaft of which ran hori- 
tottalty along the bold, almost from 
•tern to Bttrn and was turned by eight 
men, 
who sat four on each side of the 


shaft. 


The enly hatctwmy, placed well for- 


ward, was two feet In diameter, and It 
was closed by an iron cap that worked 
on a hinge and was airtight la the 
forward part of the cap there was a 
clear glass bnllaeye, through which the 
pilot co aid see. The boat had water 
tight compartments, by filling or empty- 
ing which it could sink or rise. A bal- 
last of iron rails was placed outside the 
ball, and by means of keys they could 
be detached so that the boat could rise 
instantly if necessary. 


Besides a rudder, the boat had side 


paddles, or BBS, Which could be used 
to guide It np or down through the wa 
ter. 


The boat could go perhaps four knots 


an hour. Xt could remain submerged 
for half ait hour or an boor without 
serious Inconvenience to its crew, anu 
once it remained as long as two boars 
under water without actual injury to 
them. 


A floating torpedo was fastened tc 


the boat by a line 100 feet long, ami 
the Inventor proposed that the boat 
sbottld dive beneath the keel of the 
enemy's vesael and haul the torpedo 
after her. The triggers or sensitive 
primers of the torpedo would press 
against the ship's bottom, explode the 
torpedo and- sink the vessel. 


The boat was sent to Charleston to 


operate against the blockading fleet. 
General Beauregard had the torpedo 
fastened to the bow. It terminated in 
front with a sharp lance bead, so that 
when the boat was driven against a 
ship tbe lance head would be forced 
into the ship below the water line and 
tbe torpedo •fastened against the side 
"the boat was then to back off and ex 
plode the torpedo by a lanyard. 


General Beannegard called on the 


Confederate fleet for volunteers, and 
Lieutenant Payne, a Virginian, and 
eight sailors volunteered. On the even 
ing fixed for the expedition the crew 
bad embarked, and the boat was sub- 
merged until only tbe combings of hei 
hatch were above water. Lieutenant 
Payne was standing in the hatchway 
when the swell of a passing steamer 
rolled over the boat, and it sank In- 
stantly with her eight men. Lieutenant 
Payne sprang out of the hatchway tf 
the boat sank, and he alone was saved. 


In a few days she was raised, and 


again Payne volunteered and with him 
eight more men. Tbe embarkation for 
toe second attempt was made at Fort 
Stimter, aad, as before, all being made 
ready. Payne, standing at his post in 
the hatchway, gave orders to cast off, 
when the boat careened and sank in 
Starrtly. Payne sprang out, two of thf 
men followed him, and the other six 
went down with the boat ind per 
tsbed. 
Again the boat was raised, and her 


owner. Captain Hundley, took her foi 
an experimental trip to Stone river, 
where, after going through her usual 
evolutions, she dived Into deep water 
and disappeared. After a week's search 
she was .found at an angle of forty 
degrees, her now driven into tbe deep. 
soft mod of the bottom. 


Her crew of ntae men were stand 


ing, sitting or lying about In her hold. 
asphyxiated. Efundtey had died at hit 
post with a candle in one hand, 'while 
with the other he had teeen vainly try- 
Ing to nnclamp the hatch. The angle at 
which the boat had gone down liad 
jammed the fceys so that the men could 
not cast off the iron ballast that held 
them down. 


Again the ill fated vessel was nrepar 


ed for action, abd volunteers were 
called for. Lieutenant Dixon of the 
Twenty-first Alabama volunteered and 
eight men with him. 


The ship Housatonlc was selected 


for attack and on a qnlet night the 
brave <*ew -set oot from Charleston. 
Lieutenant Dbcon guided the boat 
tmigbt to the Sotwatonic, and the ex 
plosion Mite open the ship's side, so 
that she went down with all her crew 
in two minute*. 


The torpedo vessel never returned, 


and whether she .went down with her 
enemy or drifted 'out to sea was long 
unknown. 
Many years after, in the 


work M deepeUng (be bar off Charles- 
ton harbor, divers In submarine armor 
visited the wreck of the Housatonic 
and foona the tittle torpedo vessel ly- 
ing by her trage tlctim, and within her 
the banes of *s devoted ant daring men 
as ever w«at to sea. 


In tbe History of the submarine oer 


lately tt* Hundley is entitled to hon- 
orable mention.— Youth's Companion.

HE WAS VAIN AND GLAD OF IT 


Then, Too, He Had an Obstinate Per- 


sonality That Endowed Him With a 
Positive Genius For Putting Himself 
In the Worst Possible Light. 


The choleric John Adams bad been 


president for more than two years, but 
aa long as Washington lived the coun- 
try refused to look upon any one else 
as Its real head. 


The way of the transgressor may be 


hard indeed, but It is a path of roses 
compared with the thorny road the suc- 
ceeaor to a popular idol must tread, and 
when one reads the frankly expressed 
opinion of Adams' party friends and 
party enemies one's sympathies go oat 
to the man upon whom Washington's 
presidential mantle fell. 


"His superfluous highness" was the 


title the opposition had suggested for 
him in the days when discussion raged 
as to what the high officials of the gov- 
ernment were to be called. 
He had 


great learning, great patriotism and an 
unquenchable spirit, but overlying and 
enveloping them all was a positive 
genius for doing and saying untactful 
things, for appearing at the worst pos- 
sible advantage. 


A member of his cabinet once Bald 


of him that whether he was "sportful, 
playful, witty, kind, cold, drunk, sober, 
angry, easy, stiff, Jealous, careless, cau- 
tions, confident, close or open" be was 
"almost always so la the wrong place 
and with the wrong person." 


The kindly Franklin characterised 


him as "always honest, sometimes 
great but often mad." One less genial 
remarked that even in bis soberest 
moments Adams was "the greatest 
marplot In nature." And John Ran- 
dolph of Roanoke, whose tongue added 
the poison of ridicule to the bitterness
